A meaiurc i)roviding for the rcadoptiou of the Kepublican tariff 
of 1909, but amending tho ehendori Mhedttlei over»kwdingihe eotton 
■ohedtile, oontainiiig a nibatitnto for the wool lehedale, and provid- 
ing ample protection for agricultural productH, sliould be intro- 
^<dtUM>d irf rongrm at once. While it is not contended that auch a 
measure, if enacted into law, would meet all the exigencies of the 
poat-war situation, it votild aerve a tiiefttl purpdilM in holding in 
som« degree tiie flood of foreign prodaots which otherwise would 
break on us when hostilities have ceased, and give our legislators an 
opportunity to undertake a complete tariff revision along protective 
and scientific lines without being stampeded into ilUottsidered ac- 
tion by the tremendous pressure of importations. The Bepublioans 
are not in a position to codnuct tariff hearings and the Democrats 
refuse to do so, hence the readoption of a aonnd law auch as that of 
1909, with the amendments suggested, presents the sole altema- 
tivf. 

UecenI developments indicate that the Democrats will persist 
in their tarlff-for-revenue-only policy. Refusing to lay protective 
rntos on competing products, they now plan to increase the inherit- 
ance tax, to tax profits and to raise the ineotne tax without lowering 
the exemptions. "We are also to have a bond issue approximating 
ij!;lOO,000,000. ]f tariff revision is to await the report of the Demo- 
cratic tariff commission appointed by I'resident Wilson, the revision 
will 1)e based on a report the most partisan and perfunctory in char- 
acter, or await im .'xliaustive investigation reipiiriMg from four to six 
yeara. industrial America should tolerate no such delay. We must 
in some degree be commercially prepared before peace in Europe is 
established and it remains for tlic Ropublieans to iinderlake that 
preparation. They must use the best means at their command and 
the people understanding their position will applaud their action. II 
the Democrats defeat this measure, or if President Wilson vetoes it. 
the voters will Ituow what action to talce in 1!)18, when the fight for 
the control of the 66th Congress is on. 

Thychemical schedule should be amended l),v llie adoption of the' 
.ilijl^d^tuff's bill (H. R. 702) based on the report of the dye-stuff's 
comihittte to the American Chemical Society, and which met witli 
unanimous approval as the hearings on the hill t<'stify. The Demo- 
cratic dyestuff bill is unsatisfactory to all concerned. 1 1 does not 
take effect until peace is established. The interim between the de- 
claration of a general armistiee and the signing of a peace treaty will 
give Germany an opportunity to dump such (|uantities of dyestuffs 
on our nuu'ket that our own industry will die a-horning. Tho Hill 
substitutes should be made efl'ective on its passage. 

The tariff board report of 1912 and the experience of the past 
seven years should make possible a fairly satisfactory overhauling 
of the cotton schedule. The classifieations and rales on raw wool 
presented by Senator Smoot as a substitute for the I'nderwood rales 
would probably t'ive .satisfaction, while the rates on wool manufac- 
tures carried in the Payne substitute would lake eare of our manu- 
facturers until sueli time as a general Uepubliean revision could be 
undertaken. The iiuge increases in imports of agrieuitural protluet.- 
under the present law make imperative the restoration of the Rcptil 
licah, and, in some instanees, perhaps, higher rates, to protect oii 
agriculturists from the streams of these products whu-li will shil'. 
toward tis when peace is declared. European trade pacts, and the 
discriminations which may l)e .shown against certain American good*- 
after the war make the retention of the maximum and minimum 
clause of the 1909 law imperative, and an anti-dumping law should 
be incorporated in the bill. Reeause of the im])ossibiIify of prov 
ing 'intent' of foreign competitors to break down the American mar 
ket the Democratic anti-dumping law is a farce. The administrative 
features of the 1909 law were the best ever draiftbd and should be 

retained. • i 
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TABIFF REVinOH' 
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It is said that in view of the political complexion of the next 

hotise of representatives tlic president intends to work his present 
subservient body overtime during the three months its service will 
be available in putting thrdngh his jtorsdnalpondeta. 

And among these policies is said to be included "taritT revision". 
It is not, however, clear that he expects to revise the tariff just at 
this time, although it will not be surpriaing-if he should decide to 
strengthen the "anti-dumping" clatM^' 1frM«h' fep^eftellt the Demo- 
cratic idea of "protection." 

- But when he gets 'a report from the tariff commission provided 
'^at the last scssinii it is announced that he will tackle the job. 

It is our experience with tariff commissions that their main effort 
will be not to enable our producers to maintain the American stan- 
dard of life, but to see iiow near we can come to meeting the prices 
of commodities produced under a lower standard of life. And to this 
the president would add the anti-dumping policy in case it should 
. he found that he had cut too close. 

Any tariff commission appointed by the president is sure to have 
^ the university taint. And the university men, being all consumers 
and producers of nothing, are free trade and low prices, and let 
the workingman's standard of life go bang. 

Thfe Repuhliean policy is an adequate liroteetive tariff and Iher 
let foreign competitors dump as much as they please. So- long as 
prices of imported goods cannot fall below those at which our own 
people can produce them Republicans are willing to let our own 
pe^elake their chances. 

No congress will pay any attention to the recommendations of 
any tariff commission which are not approved by a congressional ma- 
jopHy. And it ought not to do so. It ia congress which muM take 
the responsibility and it sliould act on its own judgment. And, more- 
over, it will. 

The Democratic party is a free trade party. The president. 

knowing that there is a protectionist majority in the country, has re 
cently shown an intention in the country, has recently shown an in- 
tention of compelling his party to reverse itself. The anti-dumping 
clause, the protective tariff on dyestuffs. and the retenffdn of the 
dutgr on sugar are in the nature of babies tlirown to pursuing wolves 
Mk» hope of enabling the othem to got awajr. 

It is inipossilile that the president will be able to coerce his own 
party, and he ecrtninly cininot manage n Republican house of repre- 
seytatives.

New York, January 22 — Tim freight 
car shortage which in November was 
becoming Jnoreasingly serious has de- 
creased almost BO per cent since that 
time according to the (iKiircs for Jan- 
uary 1, 1917, whicli the Anioriiaii Hall- 
way Associaiioii makes public today. 

On Novoinbur 1 there was a shortage 
ot 114,908 freight cars; on Decembor 
1 it was 107,778 and on December 31 
it had fallen to 59,892 cars. 

This (lociuasc in iho car shortage Is 
attributoil nunc tliun anything else to 
the co-o|ioiativo efforts of the Inter- 
state Commerce CommlBsion, shippers 
and the railroads. The latter for the 
past two months liave had a special 
committee -of the American Railway 
.\s;s()( iatioii to (leal with the subject. 
Kiiiergency measures liavo been adopt- 
ed to meet the abnormal situation, and 
progress has been made in getting 
cars out ot the congested districts in- 
to the territory where they are most 
needed. 

The Assdi ialimi iniil<i's pnl)lic ii 
Statemetii sluiwiug cur .shurlagcs and 

surpluses for the ten years ending 
January 1, 1917. 

These figures show that tor the 
whole period of nearly nine years pre- 
ceding tho middle of August this year, 
there had been a conlinuons net sur- 
plusage of cars not in use on Ameri- 
can railroads except for about one 
month in 1909, three months In 1912, 
one month in 1918 and the month of 
March last year. 

In 1909 the maximum net surplusage 
was 332,5i:l. In HilO tlie maximum 
wag nearly 143,000 for .July *>. and 
there was throughout that year a net 
surplusage of at least 7,000 cars not 
requisitioned by shippers. Vor 1911. 
surplus cars numbered on March, 16 
over 207,000 and there were at no 
time during the year less than 20,000 
care standing idle. 

In January, 1912, there was a net 
surplusage ot approximately 136,000. 
From November 1918 until March. 
1916, there was a continuous surplu- 
sage of cars, the number running in 
October, 1914, to over 200.000 when 
The American Railway Association 
stopped compiling them. Complication 
was resumed on February 1, 1916, 
when Idle oars still numbered over 
879,000. 

The number of freight cars owned 

by the railroads of the country in- 
creased during that same eight years 
from 1,840,009 on July 1, 1907, to 2,- 
618,855 on July 1, 1916.

Pernambuco, January 21— A Prus- 
sian commerce raider, believed to be 
the Vineta, which has wrought havoc 
with allied shipping In the last few 

weeks In the South Atlantic, particu- 
larly off the Brazilian coast, has been 
sunk hy the British cruiser Glasgow, 
according to a generally accepted re- 
port received here tonight. 

Sinking of the Vinetn, if confirmed, 
will place the cruiser Glasgow, com- 
manded by Captain John Luce, of the 
lloyal .Navy, in the first rank of British 
vessels that have written naval history 
anew since the start ot the present 
war. 

Three times since she was sent to 
the Atlantic the name of Glasgow has 
been prominent in fights that have re- 
sulted in cutting off Prussian efforts 
to deatroy the blockade by which the 
Central Powers bnve been deprived of 
the means of obtaining supplies out- 
side their own domains. 

In the memorable fight off Coronet, 
on the Chilian roast, on November 1 
1916, when Rear Admiral Sir Clirlsto- 
pher Craddock was lost with his flag- 
ship, the Good Hope, and the British 
Cruiser Monmouth, the Olaagow, with 
Captain Lure commanding her, Was in 
the thick of the fight. 

Krom that memorable fight, in which 
the Prussians were victorious, the 
Glasgow was the only Bridsh war ves- 
sel to escape. A different story of the 
fight might easily have been told had 
the battle lasted a brief time longer 
for British reinforcements were on 
their way to the scene of the battle 
and arrived Juat as the two British 
ships went down with their gallant 
oommandera. 

Again, about a month later, the 
Glasgow was attached to the squadron 
commanded by Vice Admiral Sir Fred 
erlck Slurgoe, which mot the Prussian 
squadron under Admiral Von 8pee. 
Admlml Von Spee was the commander 
ot the squadron which won the Coro- 
net fight and he and his vessels had 
been relentlessly pursued by the Brit- 
ish squadron, seeking to avenge the 
loss of the Good Hope and the Hon' 
mouth. 

The Glasgow underwent mpid re- 
pairs off Rio Janeiro before ahe Join- 
ed Vice Admiral Sturgee's squadron 
Vice Admiral Sturgee's forces over- 
took the Prussian squadron early in 
December. The fight that followed 
was one ot the most brilliant in the 
history of the Britiah Navy: This time 
the British strength more nearly ap- 
proached that of the Germans. 

In a brief time, so cftlcient was th 
fire of the British seamen, that three 
of the five Prussian vessels engaged in 
the light had been sent to the bottom 
They were the iehnrmhoret, the Oneis- 
enau and the Leipsig. 

Despite a running fight. In which a 
ceaseless fire was maintained, the 
cruisers Dresden and Nurnberg 
caped. 

The Dresden had achieved a algnal 
repvlntlon na n eommeree raider, but 
her freedom after the Falkland la 
lands battle waa pot long lived. She 
was overhauled by the Glasgow, with 
I be Kent and the auxiliary cruiser 
Oramu. 400 miles off the Chilean coast 
The Dresden waa aunk, thus ending 
the eenreh tor the eommeree mider 
that had bee« eontlnnoaa frorii Decern 
her to Mareh by the veeeels ef the a I 
lied patrol of tho Atlanlle

ISach 
one of these fairs draws several hun- 
dred people from Maysville, Ripley 
and the Old Reliable at Qermantown 
KcttinK the largest attendance from 
this eily. All of these faira would 
ciinlinuo to get the usual crowds 
from this city, for they are too long 
established and would not be hurt by 
a fair here. In addition large num- 
bers of people Ko from all over this 
counly, often ai a diBadvantago to 
themselves, but their love of a fair 
will draw them, uo matter how great 
the distance.

Purins ibis time he would stop 
at a liotel or boarding house, cut his 
nieals al a restaurant, be compelled 
lo buy his feed for his horse, and oth- 
er Incidental expenses. Certainly 
there would be no loss on a proposi- 
tion of this kind. 

In addition lo ilie exhibitors there 
would be H great number of visitors 
lo the cily. who during the day would 
patronize the stores, confectionericB, 
and other businesses. A fair crowd is 
always willing to spend money and 
will spend it willingly.
